We recorded last 
re | week. that in distant Mashonaland the Jewish settlers in 
Salisbury had formed themselves into a congregation, and asked their trusted 
spiritual guides in England to select a minister for them, a gratifying Indica- 
tion that these pioneers of British enterprise and representatives of British 
energy have not lost sight of more ideal alms. ‘It is also 
anticipated that the Jewish inhabitants of Buluwayo in Matabele- 
land will shortly follow this good example. Small communities 
have also quite recently sprung up nearer home in the North-West 
of out Island, in Chester, Wrexham and ~ Bangor, But what 1s 
especially surprising is that such large numbers of immigrants are settling 
in the Sister Isle, and in addition to jvining the congregations long- 
established in Dublin, Belfast and Cork are forming small colonies 
in the toyns of Limerick, Armagh, Londonderry, Duadaik and 
Waterford.

of the worst features of contested elections in England. 
The Board rigidly set its face against the degrading practice of: personal 
canvassing, and it deserves the thanks of the community for its energetic, 
though unsuccessful, cfforts. But one point arises of more than local 
interest. Are candidates to be prevented from circulating copies of their 
testimonials among the members? The authorities of the New Synagogue 
answered this question, we believe, in the affirmative, acd we do not question 
the justice of their decision. At the same time, candidates with high 
testimonials and certificates ought not to be placed at a disadvantage. The 
circulation of testimonials is not usually included in the category of canvass- 
ing. Several cases in point occur in this week’s Atheneun, Thus the 
University College of South Wales invites applications for the post of 
Lecturer in Engineering, and adds : ‘Candidates should state their age, and 
send 70 copies of application and testimonials.” Similarly the Governors of 
the Spier’s School in Ayrshire, in want of a Headmaster, forbid “Personal. 
or other canvass,” but actually ask for “‘ twelve printed copies of testimonials.” 
These advertisements are typical of a large number. It is obvious, then, 
that it is quite customary for testimonials to be circulated ; the only question - 
that can arise is, in what manner shall they be circulated? The answer is 
clear. The candidate should not do it, but the authorities should, Every 
candidate should be requested to provide so mapy copies of {his 
testimonials, if he possesses any, and these should be sent out by the 
authorities. In this way the members would be enabled to form an 
enlightened judgment as to the rival merits of the applicants, while all 
appearance of direct canvassing would be removed. The Board of Manage- 
ment of the New Synagogue has done well to raise the question, and we >

It is a pity that the Book of Deuteroncmy falls to be read 
at atime of year when, owing to the summer migration 
O Israci. from towns, the attendances at our synagogucs are of the 
scanticst. I*or none of the Five Books of Moses are go 

uniformly edifying as Deuteronomy, consisting as 1t does of the val dictory 
addresses of Moses to the Children of Israel. Almost every line of this 
incomparable book reflects the glow of the Lawyiver’s affection for the people 
of whom he was about to take leave. The portion to be read to-morrow 
reveals this characteristic in an espec‘al degree. Some of the most touching 
and impressive texts in all Scripture are comprised within its five chapters, 
It even includes the great passage on which Julaism may be said to be 
founded—the Shemang. Considering the unique importance of this passage, 
it 13 surprising that Jewish scholars shou'd not be quite agreed upon its 
mode of rendering. It is variously translated : ‘‘ Hear, O Israel), the Lord, 
our God, the Lord, is One,” and ** Hear, O Israel, the Lord 7s our God, the 
Lord is One.” Though the former translation has been adopted in our 
various English Prayer Books, including Mr. Singer’s, it is inferior to the 
second, which is, we believe, that adopted in the Appendix to the Revised 
Version for Jewish Schools which will presently be issued by the Jewish 
Religious Education Board. The expression ‘The Lord our God the Lord” 
is against the Massoretic accents, besides being somewhat meaningless, ard 
also is supposed to favour the Christian inference of the Trinity. None of 
these objections can be urged against the alternative rendering. At the same 
time, it is worth while enquiring whether a better translation than either 
would not be: ‘‘ Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God is the one Lord.” =‘ This 
would signify that the name “ Lord ” (Jahveh) rightfully belongs to our God 
alone, He is the only absolute God, to whom no other deity can be com- 
pared. The singular manner in which this passage is written furnishes 
another point of interest. The final letters of the first and last word y and1, 
are in the form of majuscula. Obviously the Massorites, who are responsible 
for this arrangement, had an object in view. Probably they iuts nded to

MONDAY NIGHT 


| FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Every year the number of those who observe the Fast of Ab visibly 
decreases. So, at least, it appears to those of us who reside in the West End of 
London, Go into any of our fashionable synagogues on the day which com- 
memorates the downfall of the Jewish state, and one can actually see their con- 
gregations growing “small by degrees, and beautifully less” from one Fast of 
Ab to the other. For one thing, the Fast occurs ata time of the year when 
maby fashionable folks are away from London, enjoying themselves at gay water- 
ing-places, or the pleasant country-side, For persons so circumstanced, the 
thrilling words of the Psalmist: “If I forget thee,O Jerusalem, let my right 
hand forget her cunning "—words which have been the inspiring force of three- 
fourths of our J udaism—have literally no meaning, Their J erusalem is 
Folkestone, or Homburg, or Lucerne ; their Mount Zion, “ whither the tribes 
ascended,” the Lees, the Schloss, or the Rigi. Fortunately, however, for Zion, 
not all her sons are so fashionable, If, in happy Hampstead, or elegant 
Tyburnia, her pious votaries are few and far between, they are “ thick as autumn 
leaves in Vallombrosa,” in grimy Whitechapel ; and, if at some West End Syna- 
gogues the Kinnoth are rapidly read—“in record time”—to empty benches, and 
at the Reform Synagogue no service ai all is now held, it is some satisfation to 
know that in places of worship east of Temple Bar, the Lamentations over the 
fall of Jerusalem are recited to full congregations, 


Some such thoughts as these were suggested to me as I 
took my seat, last Monday evening, “among the other mourners 
of Zion and Jerusalem,’ at Duke's Place Synagogue. The occasion 


had brought together hardly les3 than 500 persons, almost all of them belonging 
to the foreign working-population of the East End of London. The venerable 
pile—venerable for its associations ard for the stately dignity of its simple 
architecture—loocked more imposing than ever in the “dim religious light”’ 
which tradition has associated with the observance of INI AWN. It happens 
that even the handsome chandeliers were in part removed, because the electric 
light is in process of being installed. The building thus presented an appearance 
of being dieinantled which seemed quite in keeping with the associations of the 
Fast, Inthe ladies’ gallery a few tapers kindled here and there just served to 
render darkness visible. | 


One missed the touching strains of the silvery voice of the Rev. M. Hast 
to whom one is accustomed to listen on these occasions, The First Reader of 
the Great Synagogue was absent, his place being filled by the Rev, A, E 


Gordon. But Jeremiah’s threnody stands in no need of adventitious aids to | 


devotion. If anything can touch the heart of the worshipper, it is the tearful 
lines of “the Prophet of Sorrow,” and the traditional tune—so inimitably 
expressive of heart-broken sorrow—with which it has become associated. ‘“ How 
doth the city sit solitary, that was full of people! How has she 
become as a widow! She that was great smong the nations, and 
princess among the provinces, how is she become tributary!" Can 
anyone with a Jewish heart listen unmoved to these words, as they are 
recited in the original? I know not who may have first wedded them to their 
sad music, but whoever it was he must have set himself this task—and how 
wondrously he succeeded—to depict, not merely the misfortunes commemorated 
by the Fast of Ab, but all the national miseries which have followed in their 
train, The 15‘N chant seems to describe in its pathetic tearfulness the entire 
tragedy of Israel's history from Jeremiah’s day down to our own, 


The ordinary evening service having been duly performed, the d'srobed 
minister takes his lowly seat in the rear of the reading-desk. Commencing ina 
subdued voice, whose pitch is raised at each successive chapter, he chants the 
Lamentations of Jeremiah. The attentive congregation join in at the final 
verse of every chapter, but many of them follow him all the way through, 
fascinated no doubt by the sweet sadness of the music, in an undertone which 
rather ivars the effect of the reader’s singing.

300 roubles in consequence of her son not appaaring at last year’s recru ting. 


Harsh Treatmant of a Jewish Veteran’s Widow. 


Twenty-four years ago a Jow named EKaoch Weismann, who had served in 
the Army in accordance with the old regulations (/e., five years as a cintoniat, 
and then twenty years in the ranks), acquire! a house in the Cossack village of 
Groznens, in tho Terek District, and the title deads were cartitisd by tho 
Village Office. The old man died in 1892, leaving a widow with children who 
are not of age. At the end of last May the chief of tho village culled upon the 
old woinan with an order for imnediate expulsion from the place, threatening, in 
case of default, to forcib'y take her bslongings and remove them —:t her 
expense—to the Police Offisa. The unfortuaate widow had n» alternative but to 
take all her chattels and move to the neighbouring village of Groznig. 


Position of Jews in Finland. 


Altogether false statements have boen published in the newspapers with 
reference to the new regulations issued by the Finnish Senate concerning the resi- 
dence of Jews in Finland. The regulations were understood to have the effect that 
all Jews, without exception, would be allowed to live in Finland. The fact is that 
the new regulations apply only t> a very small number of Finnish Jewa, entirely 
omitting “foreign” Jews. As heretofore, ths right of residence in Finland is allowed 
only to Jewish soldiers of the time of the Emperor Nicholas [. All other Jews— 
even those who have ths right of residence in any place in Russia, such 
as persons with university diplomas, merchants of the hrat guild, artisans, &+.— 
are not allowed to remain in Finland, and have no right of appeal 
against their expulsion. The only exception is made for the necessary 
religious functionaries : Rabbis, Shochetsm, beadles of synagogues and 
teachers of the Jewish schools. The Jews of Finland, consisting solely 
of retired soldiers of the tims of the Emperor Nicholas I., about 120 
families in all, never had all the civil rights in Finland. Up to the 
present day they have lived there with half-yearly passports given by provincial 
Governors, which stated that they could trade only in old clothes and matches. 
Further, according to the former rules, the old soldiers themselves only 
were allowed to live in Finland, and as soon as their children bacame of aga, the 
- Jatter had to leave Finland. Now, the new regulations have given the Finnish 
Jews the following rights: (1) they have the sams privileges of trade as all the 
other foreigners, except that of visiting the fairs; (2) they are given yearly, 
instead of half-yearly passports; (3) they are allowed to live and trade only in 
the following three towns: Helsingfors, Abo and Wyborg; (4) their male 
children, after marrying even a “ foreign” Jewess, do not lose the right of resi- 
dence with their families. The last clause is, of course, a very important ons 
as it will be the means of the preservation and increase of the Jewish population 
of Finland, and has been the cause of the incorrect rumours that the Finnish 
Jews have the right of marrying foreign Christian women.

PROFESSOR JOSEPH DERENBOURG. 


The death. is reported from Ems, which town he was visiting to recruit

Professor Derenbourg leaves many learned treatises on his favourite subject of 
Hebrew and Talmudic lore. — He received the affectionate homage of many 
scholars when he celebrated his 80th birthday nearly four years ago.

PROFESSOR RUDOLF VON GNEIST. 


'FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


Professor Rudolf von Gneist died on Tuesday, July 22ad, at the age of 79 and 
was interred with much pomp. He has lectured more than 50 years at the 
University ia Berlia on Jurispradence, and many of his students evinced their 
gratitude by the large number wh) stood around his bier. The Emperor 
was represented by Dr. Lucanus, who deposited a magnificent wreath as a_ last 
toxen of recognition of His Imperial Majesty. Last, but not the least, the 
Gorman Jews owe Professor von Gneist ever-lasting gratitude for he was ever a 
doughty champion for them and several of our coreligionists were present to pay 
the last honours to his mortal remains. Professor von Gneist recognised at once 
the injastice of tho anti-Semitic agitation and was ong with Rickert in 
denouncing the anti-Semites and their doings ; he founded in conjunction with him 
the Socety for Averting anti-Semitism, and was ever anxious to promote the 
onward march of the Association, and his sentiments can best be judged by a 
letter written by him in 1893, in which he stated: ‘I consider it my duty to 
protect the encroached rights of the weaker, and to support truth and justice in 
tue press, and in the political arena—as soon as I have occasion—against falsehood 
and calumny. These are ny principal motives for joining the Society for Avert- 
ing anti-Semitism, and furthering its efforts as far as it lies in my power.” 

What he expressed in this letter, Professor von Gneist also justified, and he 
fyught for the tights of the poor always in word and deed, and he has won for 
himself their deepest gratitude beyond the grave. Assuredly his memory will 
ever be venerated.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 

This is the epoch of the “ Series.” Both in England and on ie Semen, 
the public seems at the present moment in the humour to buy vo) <7, 
form items inast. Messrs, Macmillan bave hardly announced their 
Library,” when a well-known publisher in Prague follows suit. The irm : 
Jakob B. Brandeis bas undertaken a “ Jewish Universal Library” (Jiidische 
Universal-Bibliothek), which will appear in small volumes at the rate of less 
than tbreepence (20 pfennigs) each, It is too early to forecast the probable 
value of thisnew series, but every lover of Jewish literature will hop2 that the 
volumes produced will be wortby of their subjects. 


After an entombment of three quarters of a century, a work has just been 
published which would no doubt have attracted much attention had it seen the 
light at the moment of its birth. This is the DYYH 35 of R. Abraham, the son 
of the famous Gaon, Elijah of Wilna. Gifted with a critical insight almost 
equal to his father's, and possessed of even wider learning, the son was perhaps 
less noted than his services to Midrashic literature deserved. Zunz used his 


‘results without knowing from whom he had them. But even now, the volume 
bas its freshness, and Mr, 8, Chones, of Warzaw (Address, Dzielna, No. 17), has 


done well to publish this work by the scholar who died as long ago as 1819. 


Those who still think that a place is vacant for a Jewish work dealing with 
science and religion, should read a pamphlet by Rabbiner Dr. Munk, of Konigs- 
berg. Its interrogative title tells its own tale: “ Welche Stellung soll der 


‘Jiidische Religionsunterricht zu den Jiingsten Ergebnissea der Wissenschaften 


nehmen 2” Perhaps such a book is needed, but what I fear is the production from 
the Jewish side of injurious and sophistical arguments such as are associated in 
England with the names of Drummond and Gore, and in Canada are responsible 
for the fast-oozing away of the reputation of Sir W, Dawson. It is on the 
whole best to dissociate the treatment of scientific questions from the problems 
of Theolcgy. 


A fourth edition bas appeared of Professor Harnack’s brochure on. the his- 
tcry of Monasticism amorg Christians. _Das Minchthum (Giessen, J. Ricker, 
1895), was really a youthful production of the author’s ; indeed, it is based on a 
lecture delivered by Harnack fifteen year’s ago in Darmstadt. The monastic idea 
does not seem to have flourished in Christianity until the fourth century. This 
is not remarkable. Monasticism is a scheme of life, and at first, whatever else 
it wav, Christianity was not a scheme of life. Jewish students will not find much 
to interest them inthis brochure, for Harnack devotes but slight attention to the 
monastic idea in Judaism; yet it was there, in germ. Jewish asceticism has 
never been properly treated, Enquirers have restricted themselves to ingenious 
guesses about the Essenes, a very fascinating field for the imagination. Graetz 
had too little sympathy with any form of excess in religiousness, to do justice 
even to Bachya’s ascetic aspirations, No doubt healthy Judaism was always on 
the side of Graetz. | 


Not many guide-books are written by Jews, once so famous as travellers

The first volume of ‘‘ Harrow Batterflies and Moths,” by J. L. Bonhote and 
the Hon.N.C.Rothschild, one of the publications of the “ Harrow School Ssientifc 
Society,” contains a list of Rhopalocera (which are nothing more dreadful than 
a sub-order of Lepidoptera, commonly known as Butterflics) and Bombyciny, 
Spingina and Noctuina among Moths, which have been found in the Harrow 
district, To the list are added directions and hints to collectors, together with 
information concerning the time of appearance and haunts of each spacies, which 
can scarcely fail to be of service to others besides those for whom the book is 
written, viz, Harrow Boys, The fact that of the 65 known species of British 
butterflies (some of which have, of course, an extremely limited distribution) 4| 
are enumerated in this little volume, bears witness to the authors’ powers of 
observation. To each species are annexed the names of the local entomologists 
who have found specimens of it. Ia obtaining thess names, and ic recording 
the position and date of observation, remarkable industry has been shown. 


One or two species (such as Argynnis selene and Melanargia galate) 
which were found by Bond in 1847, and have not beenseen since, are presumably 
extinct in the district, The plate at the commencement of the volume contains 
a diagram, showing structure of the Swallow Tail (Papilio Machaon), perhars 
the finest British butterfly, which is, I bslieve, at present confined to Huntingdon, 
Cambridge and Norfolk. Outside the United Kingdom, however, this bzautifu! 
butterfly is very widely spread, being found throughout Europe, Asia 
as far as the Himalayas and South Africa, Among British butterflies it is only 
equalled, in width of range, by the “ Painted Tiady ’’ (Vanessa Cardui), figures of 
the ovum, larva and pupa of which will bo found in the frontispiece, This 
form, like the species which has the wit to give these creatures unpronounceable 
names, sometimes derived from several languages at once, is to ba found 
in every quarter of the globe, It is remarkable in the Harrow district, 
for “ appearing in fits and starts, as some years it occurs in num/ers, while is 
others it is very rare; when numbers are to be found they are probably the 
offspring of an influx from the Continent, or perhaps the immigrants them 
selves.”

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Dr, Julius Klein, Chief Rabbi of Altofen, has died at the early age of 45. 
He was a thorough Hungarian patriot, and strove with might and main for 
Magyarisation in Altofen. Dr, Klein was the first to translate the Talmud into 
Hungarian. A portion of the translation has been published, and brought 
the translator a hearty letter of encourageme.t from the Protestant Bishop 
Srass. The translation of the remaining portion has been all but completed ;
